The rapid increase in tooth decay 
simply means that nature is-overtaxed 
and unable to balance accounts, She 
is‘unable to manufacture realstant tis- 
sues out of lifeless materials, and un- 
less ‘wo intelligently co-operate we 
shall surely pay the penalty for our 
stupidity by rearing a. race’ of weak: { 
‘ngs for future citizenship.

Adequate water supplies Is the sub-( 
fect at present engaging’ the attention 
of a number .of focal ‘nuthoritles’ in 
Ulster cities and towns. The amount 
of water In. storage reservoirs is at 
present consldcrably below the amount 
at the same period lost year, and theze 
is a grave risk of the supply running 
short should thera be a prolonged 
period of dry weather, Already the 
Belfast water commissioners 
warned the citizens to warte water as 
little as possible. In Dungannon a lim- 
ited supply of water is only allowed to 
the townspeople, and there have been 
complaints made to the urban counctl 
that thie 1a not suMicient to enable the
